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Soviet radio propaganda on the recent special  session of the General 
Assembly remains a t  a low volume when cornpared to comment on the regular 
sessions of the 7th General Assembly. Relevant t o  t h i s  apparent de- 
emphasis is the v i r tua l  absence of detailed exploitation of both the  
Soviet resolution and various Vishinsky speeches. 
speech on 18 August was the  only one t o  receive wide dis t r ibut ion and was 
broadcast 53 times as  compared w i t h  167 broadcasts of Vishinsky's opening 
speech a t  t he  7th General Assembly,) Moscow coment, and tha t  of Peking 
and Pyongyang a s  well, is enerally devoid of invectivg and Peking i n  

South Korea concerning the role of South Korean and other U.N. repre- 
sentatives a t  the conference axid maintains tha t  the chief purpose of the  
conference remains the settlement of the Korean question rather  than of 
other Far Eastern matters, Attention is dram t o  the alleged m r a l  and 
po l i t i ca l  isolat ion of the United States  result ing i n  par t icular  from i t a  
opposition t o  the presence of India a t  the po l i t i ca l  conference, but  there  
has been re la t ive ly  l i t t l e  at teupt  to exploit the Soviet recommendations 
on the  composition of the po l i t i ca l  conference beyond presentation of 
general arguments favoring the inclusion of interested and neighboring 

TASS reports  the votes of both the Pol i t ica l  Committee and the plenary ses- 
sion, noting tha t  the 15-nation resolution was adopted Ifin its entirety!! 
and tha t  the participation of the Soviet Union was approved Itif the  other  
s ide desires.!! No comment on t h i s  inclusion of the Soviet Union on the 
"other side" is provided, although Vishinsw himself implied acceptance 
of t h i s  principle both in  h i s  vote fo r  the resolution and i n  his denuncia- 
t ion  of the resolution praising U.N. action i n  Korea as  Ita hos t i le  demon- 
s t r a t ion  against the Soviet Union, the Korean people and the  Chinese 
Democratic Republic. It 

Soviet Role i n  North Korea Hinhliphteg: Brief TASS announcements on 
29 August and 1 September, which respectively identify S.P. Suzdalev as 
new Soviet ambassador t o  North Korea and report  the departure fo r  lMoscom - .( . 
of 6 North Korean delegation headed by K i m  I1 Sung, may herald fur ther  
disclosures of Soviet plans for  North Korea, particularly i n  the economic 
f ie ld .  

The North Korean delegation t o  Ebscovr is composed of Premier K i m  I1 Sung, 
Central Committee member Pak Chong Ae, Vice Premier Chong 11 Nyong, Foreign 
Minister N a m  11, chief of the S ta te  Planning Commission Chong Chun Taek, 
and Minister of Railways K i m  Hae 11. From the  composition of the delega- 
t ion  it seems l ike ly  tha t  both po l i t i ca l  and economic matters may be dis- 
cussed, although the absence of a Chinese delegation would seem to  l i m i t  
the  scope of po l i t i ca l  discussions. 

Recent Pyongyang comment, i n  particular the K i m  11 Sung speech broadcast 
30 August, has emphasized the urgent need f o r  rehsbi l i ta t ion and expansion 
of the  North Korean economy end has specified the s ignif icant  role of 
Sovlet aid, Soviet technicians and Soviet techniques i n  t h i s  program. 
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
